CORRESPONDENT TOMAS ZALA, WHICH. ALTHOUGH NOT REPRESENTATIVE OF 
OFFICIAL VIEWS, PRESENTS FOR HUNGARIAN READERS A BALANCED 
ANALYSIS FAVORABLE TO THE U.S. POSITION.

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3. IN OCTOBER 22 EDITION A PRAVDA ARTICLE FROM OCTOBER 

21 IS REPRINTED, IN WHICH PRC ACCUSED OF TRYING TO INFLUENCE 
USG TO QUOTE REMAIN THE POLICEMAN OF THE WORKD IN ASIA 
UNQUOTE. PRC ALSO ACCUSED OF USING KISSINGER VISIT FOR 
ITS ANTI-SOVIET AND ANTI-DETENTE PURPOSE BY SUGGESTING 
THAT PRC AND USG VIEWS IDENTICAL ON MANY PROBLEMS.
